growing a trifle weary of insinuations 
th at th e House leadersh ip, acting in 
beh alf of special interests, is engaged 
in strangling th e pure food bill. 
To­ 
day Mr. Watson made th e following 
statement : 
“ Th ere is no doubt th at th e senti­ 
ment of th e House, as a wh ole, is in 
favor of pure food legislation. 
As far 
as I am informed not of a single In­ 
diana member iH opposed to it. 
Th ere 
is no intention, and never h as been th e 
sligh test intention, on th e part of th e 
House organization to prevent con 
sidération 
of 
it. 
Unquestionably 
it will be considered at th is session of 
Congress and placed in 
some sh ape 
or oth er. ’ ’ 
“ Wh afc is h olding th e bill back?” h e 
was asked. 
“ Th e pure food bill is not in com­ 
mittee, as stated in some. of th e news 
papers,” h e replied. 
“ Th e bill was 
rejKirted to th e House on March 6 and 
on March 21) th e speaker recognized 
Mr. Hepburn, ch airman of th e Com­ 
mittee on Interstate and Foreign Com­ 
merce, wh o asked unanimous consent to 
make th is bill privileged on and after 
April 10. 
Th at consent was granted, 
but bills of h igh er privilege, such as 
appropriation bills, intervened 
and 
th e pure food bill lost its privelege 
under th at order. 
“ Th e pure food bill still h as its 
privileged position, and its considéra 
tion rests with th e House and not with 
th e speaker, and any day a majority 
of th e House cau take up th e pure food 
bill as against all oth er bills. 
Th ese 
are th e facts taken from th e Congres­ 
sional Record.”

Ph iladelph ia, Pa., June 7 .—Th at h e 
accepted gifts of stock amounting to 
$11,001) and money aggregating more 
th an $46,000 from coal mining compa­ 
nies during a period of about th ree 
years, was admitted by Joseph Boyer, 
ch ief clerk in th e office of A. W. Gibbs, 
superintendent of motive power of 
th e Pennsylvania railroad. Mr. Boyer 
purch ased th e fuel coal used in th e 
loeomof.ives of th e company, and th e 
donors of th e gifts were th e coal com­ 
panies wh ich furnish ed th e fuel to th e 
railroad. 
Mr. Boyer nan.ed five com­ 
panies wh ich allowed h im from th ree 
to five cents on each ton sold to th e 
railroad company. 
He declared th at 
h e never asked for th e allowance, but 
accepted it because h e believed h e 
wTas following a custom of th e depart­ 
ment. 
In fact, one of th e coal com­ 
pany officials tolll h im th at h e h ad 
paid it before and wanted to continue 
paying to th e witness. 
Mr. Boyer de­ 
nied th at h e divided th e money with 
any oth er official or employe of th e 
road. He said h e kept it all. 
A. W. Gibbs, Mr. Boyer’s superior 
officer, on th e stand said th at h e was 
unaware th at such conditions existed 
in h is department. Mr. Boyer said h e 
was at first disinclined to accept th e 
money, but after th inking it over h e 
decided th at h e was doing noth ing 
unusual. 
“How long di: you wrestle with your 
conscience?” 
queried 
Commissioner 
Clement. 
Th e witness did not know. 
M. K. Reeves, assistant to Vice Pres­ 
ident Pugh , admitted th at h e h ad ac­ 
cepted stock from Colonel George S. 
Huff and David E. Williams. Colonel 
Huff, h e said, purch ased some of h is 
h oldings in th e Keystone Coal and 
Coke company, paying h im $30,000 for 
it. 
Mr. Reeves stated th at h e h ad 
known Colonel Huff since boyh ood and 
declared th e latter knew h e was not 
in a position to favor h im wh en th e 
stock was presented. 
A number of employes of th e Balti­ 
more & Oh io railroad were examined 
during th e afternoon session, and th e 
commission 
endeavored 
to 
learn 
th rough J. E. Muh lfeld, general super­ 
intendent of motive power, someth ing 
concerning th e arrangement between 
th e railroad and th e H. C. Frick Coal 
company, concerning th e repairing of 
cars. 
Mr. Muh lfeld admitted th at th e 
Prick company h ad an advantage over 
oth er coal companies, but das unable 
to tell wh y. 
He said it h ad been th e 
practice for th e past ten years, but 
h e did not know th e terms of th e 
agreement If one existed.

Kansas City. June 7 .—It is estimat­ 
ed th at th e business done uy th e pack­ 
ing h ouses located h ere will suffer to 
th e extent of $10,000,000 as a result 
of th e agitation in connection with th e 
president s crusade against “dressed” 
meats. Representatives of th e various 
plants seen today agreed with th e es­ 
timate in th e telegraph ic dispatch es 
th at th e business of th e wh ole coun­ 
try would 
sh ow a loss of at least 
$150,000,000. 
Ch as. \V. Armour said: 
“All th is agitation iB going to do an 
immense amount of damage, and in 
quarters wh ere it will be th e h ardest 
to overcome th e prejudice aroused. It 
will be a long time before th e preju­ 
dice against American meats in Eng­ 
land is allayed, and It will be still 
longer on th e contim*nt, Th e packing 
industries of th e country h ave enough 
obstacles to contend with wilh out in­ 
creasing th e number unjustly or mis­ 
ch ievously. 
Everybody knows h ow 
h ard it is to control th e meat trade in 
Germany and France. 
Th e world is 
allied commercially against th e United 
State« . 
It 
is only by dint of sh eer 
superiority 
of products, better meth ­ 
ods and American strenuosity th at 
America h olds h er own and is con­ 
quering th e markets of th e world. 
It 
is not from any commercial h ospital­ 
ity. 
“I do not th ink th e estimate of $150,- 
000,000 loss to th e packers in th e 
wh ole country is exaggerated. 
Th at 
is only a sh rinkage of about 10 per 
cent on th e total volume of business 
done, wh ich I 
th ink is easily a billion 
and a h alf 
of dollars in all branch es 
of th e trade. 
We h ave complaints 
from England th at th e canned meat 
trade Is decreasing.”

munity. The letter was mailed at Chi­ 
cago. Sourb ier b elieves the signature 
to b e Baker’s. 
He thinks, however, 
that Baker is in Canada and that he 
mailed the letter to a friend In Chi­ 
cago and had it forwarded. 
The wri­ 
ter of the letter says that Hughes’s 
statem ent ab out his knowledge of cor­ 
ruption in the legislature was false 
in every particular and that he would 
not expose a friend to ob tain immu­ 
nity for himself. Sourb ier is trying to 
capture Baker. 


The resolutions committee of the 
Democratic state convention was in 
session until after midnight last night. 
It adopted a long platform in which 
state issues are thoroughly discussed. 
The several planks of the Repub lican 
platform advocating reforms in con­ 
duct of state and county b usiness with 
the view of stamping out graft, were 
practically reiterated and supplement­ 
ed b y a strong declaration accusing 
the Repub licans of b ad faith and neg­ 
ligence for not accomplishing the re­ 
form during the ten years they have 
b een in office. Governor Hanly’s name 
was not mentioned. 
The platform de­ 
clares In favor of a pub lic depositories 
b ill similar to the one advocated b y 
the Repub licans. 
It also declares for 
a 2-cent fare law. 
The Repub licans 
are accused of having failed to use 
their power in office to enforce the 
laws against corporations. 
There is 
a vigorous anti-trust platform and one 
declaring for “tariff for revenue only.” 
Lew V. T’lrey of Fort Wayne called 
the comm ittee’s attention to the fact 
that the Repub licans killed the anti­ 
trust b ill Introduced at the last legis­ 
lature. while the Democrats voted for 
it. He charged that the b ill was killed 
b y agents of Standard Oil and asked 
the committee to so state in the plat 
form. 
Alonzo Green Smith of Indian 
apolis presented a plank for regulating 
insurance b usiness. 
The platform 
also demands the repeal of the met 
ropolitan police law. S. M. Ralston of 
Leb anon was chairman of the commit 
tee. 
The committee on rules decided 
that it would b e unwise to take up 
now discussion of a new code for state 
committee at the convention. 


Ex-Mayor Holtzman spent consider 
ab le time among the delegates to the 
state convention. 
Many of them were 
friendly to his plan for the reorganiza 
tion of the committee and the retire 
ment of Taggart and his lieutenants 
b ut he found the sentim ent against 
making the attem pt at this conven 
tion. 
Fully 90 per cent of the dele 
gates indicated very plainly that re 
gardless of their personal views ab oul 
Taggart, they would not tolerate any i 
thing tending to further disorganiza I 
tion of the party.

The electoral vote of the state was 
also pledged to him. as the Democartic 
leaders seem enthusiastic enough to­ 
day to b elieve they can deliver it. 
In 
order that the indorsement may b e 
more forcib le, it was given the first 
plank in the platform. 
W hether or not there is a scheme 
among Chairman Taggart and his fol­ 
lowers to b uild a wall around the 
state b y indorsing Bryan and keeping 
out H earst and others who may not b e 
so friendly to them, was a m atter of 
considerab le speculation, b ut it was 
not sufficient to detract from the en­ 
thusiasm aroused b y the fact that Bry­ 
an is put forward again as the stand­ 
ard b earer. It was remarked b y many, 
however, that Taggart today got “his 
evens” with Hearst for the attacks 
the latter has b een making on him 
through his newspapers, for after the 
Indorsement of Bryan there Is not a 
ghost of a show for the New Yorker 
to land the Indiana delegation. 
A peculiar phase of the situation de­ 
veloped-during the meeting of the res 
olutions committee.
